"WgtreeV'ln the Yosemite region of Cali- 
fornia. 
These "Big trees* are among the 


most sublime of the natural wonders of the 
world. One who has never seen them can 
hav%jio conception of their Immensity. The 
largest of them are over SO feet in diameter 
10/eet from the'ground, and the tallest are 
over 900 feet high. " The principal ones In the 
Yosemite park have distinctive titles or 
names. Each ttata of the Union has it» tree 
specially designated; and many of the his- 
toric characters of the* nation are honored 
with tbe tree. The name in each Instance is 
handsomely painted on a broad: board and 
Balled fart to the tree.

CONTEMPORABIES OP BOAH. 


This tree was one of the grandest .in the 


grove. As it now lies prostrate' upon the 
earth, its diameter averages over twenty 
feet for more than a' hundred feet of its 
length. The top and part of the butt end 
have been destroyed by fire. How long the 
tree has lain there is unknown; it may hare 
been there for more than e, thousand years. 
Tho wood of .the "big trees" is a species of 
•cedar, and it is well nigh Imperishable .in at- 
mcofberlo influences. Fire, however,' has 
•been the great destroying element in those 
•wonderful relics of the past. 


I say relics of the past, for these big trees 


appear to belong to a very remote age. -The 
commonly accepted evidences show that they 
are, or at least many of them are, over 4,000 
jWsybld-'In'dsed they-are supposed to be. 
cOBfemrJcraries'of "Koab, having survived the 
delug^ it-being believed also that the ark it- 
self was built of the same species of wood. 


You climb to the crest of the "Fallen lion- 


arch" by thetaid of a ladder of some ten 
rungs. Toucan have no just conception of 
the immensity of the tree until you walk 
along its mighty back for over a hundred 
feet. 


Near by are some more wonders. I give 


your readers some ide»of some ot 'them. 
"The General Grant" tree is' not far off, a 
huge and grim specimen, looking as stern as 
the great warrior ever appeared. There is 
one-known as "The" Grizzly'. Giant," a mon- 
ster 27 feet in diameter, 9 feet from the 
ground. At the'height of just 100 feet the 
first limb comes^oct: that limb is ,6 feet in 
diameter. ' This.tree gives you a deep sense of 
awe as you gaze on its sublime yet; grizzly 
aspect, 
• 


Within close walking distance is "The Tele- 


•cope Tree." This is about 100 feet 'oigh, the 
iop.of.itabove that height having been de- 
atroyod by. fire. This tree is a hollow tube. 
Promt the base you look up through .this tube 
JntoHhe deep sxleV above. You can ride on 
horseback into the opening below. 


TBEOCOn A KKOT HOLE. . 


Not far away is another hollow monster 


{rostrate on the earth. You can ride in at' 
the lower entrance, and go 100 feet, and out 
ataknotholo. 


TbetBost conspicuous and most celebrated 


ot the trees is one that stands directly astride 
ot the broad avenue made for driving through 
the park. The avenue, a highway, makes 
directly toward this tree, and an opening for 
the road bed is cut directly through the heart 
of the very tree itself; You drive right in 
under the archway of solid wood, and the 
driver stops, the great stage and four horses 
all covered by the sheltering tree; and. there 
is, furthermore, ten feet .of solid wall. on 
either~side of the wheels of the' coach. The 
tree is about thirty feet in diameter at the 
height of the stage top. 


On the occasion of my visit there wo had 


the coach stopped, and were allowed several 
minutes' time to comprehend this sublime 
work of nature, turned to such an abiding 
Interest to the tourist. In our party were 
several Australian'and English gentlemen, 
and they said that in all their travels around 
the world there was nothing so grand as 
these wonders of the Yosemite. 


These California parks are owned by the 


general government, but are held in trust' by 
the state of California, which bos expended 
Immense sums of rbopey in making roads and 
other • Improvements in these wild, plctur- 
csque'regiona. 


The state also keeps a strong guard of po- 


licemen in all theparks, and no one js allowed 
to cut even a cane or twig, or pluck a bunch 
of leaves from one of the trees. The largest 
of the parks cantatas about 2,500 acres; it'is 
one of the high plateaus that run out west- 
Trardly'froin the tn.mmitof tho Sierra Ne-. 
Tada mountains. The soil is exceedingly 
rich, though the altitude is so high that there 
is bat little vegetation except vthe big trees 
and cedar growth. I saw one tree there 180 
feet high and: 8 feet in diameter. It Elands 
In the center of a room in one of the Yose- 
jnlte Hotels, and the room is known as "the 
Ug tree room. "—Cor. Atlanta American.

witlwjut charge, a .gratuity .for the Under 
usually being left; but this is entirely at the 
option of the owner. If after fifteen days 
the article is not reclaimed the finder may 
claim it for himself. In case he does not it is 
sent to the magazine for storage three months, 
and there, if it be clothing or something of a 
perishable nature, it Is sold. .Otherwise it is 
kept for three years. An instance is cited in 
I..V Republique Francaise where a Russian 
lu ••„ 10,000 francs in a carriage.

EeDlllrjg of Old Coal 


An Ingenious artifice that hos^lately^been. 


5uccessfully"^ut~~in' practice at Shenandoah 
by the Heading company, at the Kohinoor 
colliery, for refilling the:excavations from 
which coal has been taken out, is worthy of 
mention, since it is desirable that it should bo 
Imitated elsewhere throughout the coal re- 
gions where similar conditions prevail. The 
method is both simple and effective, and pro- 
vents the caving in of the earth above, and 
the consequent loss of valuable property, 
which has not been infrequent in the mining 
towns of the anthracite region. Besides, the 
valuable pillars of pure coal, which for many 
years it was customary to leave-.in the mines 
to prevent falling in of the roof, can now be 
taken out without fear. A coal dirt con- 
veyer, consisting .of a series of ;semicircular 
chutes, similar to those used in discharging 
coal from carts into cellars, and on endless 
chain with scrapers attached, automatically 
conveys the fine refuse from the coal breakers 
to an elevation, from whence it is discharged 
into a second chute. . 


As the coal dirt falls on this, water, pumped 


from the mines, mixes with it through a jig 
or puddling hole into the bowels of the earth, 
from whence tho coal has been removed. 
The coal dirt settles to the bottom of the 
breasts and packs closely, and the water seeks 
aa outlet below, to be again pumped cut to 
repeat its duty. The cost of this" puddling 
the refuse matter back into the mines, about 
rjreo to four cents per cubic yard, is very 
small compared with the value of the pillars 
of marketable coal of which tho mines may 
be safely "robbed," and the security ob- 
tained for dwelling and railroad property on 
the surface, above the mines. Already more 
than two -acres beneath the city of Shenau- 
doah,-from which the coal had been mined, 
have been again solidly refilled with the coal 
dirt which used to be piled mountains high 
around tho town.—Journal Franklin Insti- 
tute.

The chief of tbe bureau ot statistics of 


the Argentine Republic has recently pre- 
pared a statement of the immigration to 
that republic. The facts show that a re- 
markable rate of immigration as compared 
with tbe population of the country, and 
as compared with the total immigration to 
tbe South American continent in tbe last 
thirty-two years. While tbe present popu- 
lation of Argentine is smaller than that of 
Canada, being an aggregate of little over 
4,000.000; the immigration has amounted 
to 1,374,497 as against a total immigration 
to South America ot 1,703,000. In other 
words 80 per cent of the entire immigration 
to the southern continent went to the Ar- 
gentine Bepnblic. Tbe immigration still 
continues, and it is expected that 370,000, 
or an addition ot about 9 psr cent will be 
received this year, in spite of the fact that 
nearly all the public .land open to settle- 
ment is exbaukted. 
It will probably 


become aeeesMry for the Government, if 
tt wishes to accommodate this number, to 
purchase land which is now held by syn- 
dicates at priors too high to allow of its pur- 
chase by immigrants. This is an an- 
nouncement which was entirely unexpect- 
ed, and shows, more clearly than any 
figure*, how repiJly the country has been 
settled.

In 1855, Chevalier, of 
France, deviccd the plan of demonetizing 
gold in order to increase the value of se- 
curities. 
Germany and other European 


nations took np tbe schema but England 
and France held aloof and the scheme tell 
tothegroeua. After tbe Franco-Prussian 
war Germany went about on tbe other tack, 
and with th. same goal in view—the ad- 
vancement of securities—demonetized sil- 
ver. In 1873 a bill was smuggled through 
Congress omitting the silver dollar from 
tbe coins of the United States. Tbe only 
persons aided by the demonetization of 
s.lver are bondholders, persons having 
fixed annuities and others of that class. 


When the Civil War closed the mouey of 


the United States was again used in the 
South as a Urge portion of the greenbacks 
were called in. this required n large addi- 
tion to tbe silver money of the United 
States. When the bonds of this country 
were refunded they were made payable in 
either gold or silver. By tbe demonetiaa- 
tion c* silver both debts and fixed incomes 
became greatly enlarged.

CROSSING THE CONTINENT. 


A Horseback Bid* From New York to 


San Francisco. 


NEW TOME. May 12th.— John Allen and 


E. H. Platt are going to ride on horseback 
from this city to San Francisco. Platt is a 
well-known nding instructor. Daring the 
war be served as General Grant's Orderly. 
Seven years ago he made twelve hundred 
miles on a horseback trip alone through 
Indian Territory, Arizona and Texas.

England ia a creditor country and her 


rnling class are largely bond-holders. Any 
demonetization of silver wonld therefore 
give that country an immense advantage 
over this. It is hardly possible that Eng- 
land will remonetize silver, as it is against 
tbe interests of her boud-bolders and rnl- 
ing classes. By the demonetization and 
cheapening of silver the price of wheat 
and cotton in both India and the United 
States has been lowered. If the demone- 
tization of silver is good for England it is 
quite the contrary for tbe United States. 


Every miner knows that it costs over $1 


ordinarily to mine standard silver or gold 
worth that amount. The only way that 
the stock is increased is through an occa- 
sional rich mine which makes its owners 
millionaires. 


Commercial activity, enterprise 
and 


progress, which were nniverssl from 1850 
to 1873, were checked by the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, and tbe price ot properly 
and services has steadily declined ever 
since, until now it has reached a lower 
point than at any other time within the 
century. Bonds, resting upon undoubted 
security, have advanced enormously. The 
persons who secured the rejection of silver 
money bad no objection to that metal; on 
tbe contrary, thev preferred it to gold, 
But they desired to contract the standard 
money ot the world. 


It was shown by the business men of 


England before a Boyal Commission, that 


never forgets th. rhyme: 


The fourth, eleventh, ninth and sixth 
Have thirty days to each affixed; 
Except February with twenty eight, etc. 


Or tbe other rhyme: 


Thirty days hath September, 
April, June and November; 
All the rest have thirty-one 
Except the second month alone— 
To this wa twenty-eight assign. 
Till leap year Rives it twenty-nine. 


But how is the simplification above sug- 


gested to be adopted? Congress might 
enact the 31 and 30 day alternate months 
and the President might negotiate with the 
Governments of other nations to adopt the 
American division of time.
